THE LOC AL GANG DISCOVERY. 


VI hile Breaking Up Petty Thieving Rings VV e Might 
Look After Some Other Matters. 


Tho discovery of a well-organized gang of petty thieves 
in Vernon brings the question of crime control home to 
some of us who have been inclined to think of it only in 
academic ti ems. 
It will be a good service to break up a 
gang of this sort, and certainly officers should be given 
ever • encouragement in trying to clear up this type ol 
criminality. 
But a fte r all has been done that officers can do there) 
rem ains a doubt as to w hether much has been accomplish­ 
ed of lasting benefit. The offenders may be sent to prison 
or to the reform atory. 
The sentences will be light and the 
offenders will come out in a few months or a few years at 
most. 
If they run true to the form most of them will be­ 
come professional criminals. 
Some good will result, of course, from punishment 
of 
criminals. 
No good purpose is served by a soft sentimen­ 
talism that in colts at th* idea of sending people to jail. 
Sometimes that is the only thing th a t can be done, and 
if there were more ot it in certain types of cases we would 
have less crime. 
The trouble is that many of thosi 
who 
ought to go to jail escape that humiliation w h i l e those who; 
m ight be benefitted by a little mercy are often herded oft I 
to jail because they are without friends or influence. 
Many things could be done to help remedy the conditions 
that make crime inviting to certain types of young people. 
There isn’t sufficient space to enumerate them here. 
Much 
of the s )-cailed welfare work is n isguided and does little 
other than gratify the vanity of those who engage in it. 
Certainly not much will be accomplished as long as the 
community condones lawlessness of certain types wha h hav. 
become so common as to excite little comment. V hile we are 
thinking about cleaning up gangs wa might give considera­ 
tion to some conditions th a t encourage them.
